TheaterQuest to go to Council 


Parks and Recreation Commissioner Caroline 
Brown not only provided the swing vote but was the 
one to make the motion that the commission 
recommend that TheaterQuest, a group that wishes 
to bring Shakespeare plays to the band shell in 
Memorial Park, receive City Council attention. The 
City Council will hear the arguments at their Oct. 8 
meeting. 

Roll call vote showed Laurie Cooper, Bonnie 
Garner and Gloria Giersbach joining Brown in “yes” 
votes while Commission Chair Ron Coleman, Sheri 
Burnett and Bill Sullivan voted “no.” 

The commission enumerated 15 recommendations 
to the council in Brown’s motion and they include the 
following: 

1. That TheaterQuest be permitted to use the 
band shell on the following schedule - 1992, June 18 
to Aug. 9; 1993, June 17 to Aug. 8; 1994, June 16 to 
Aug. 7. Those weeks would include Thursday, Friday 
and Saturday evenings from 7 to 10 p.m. and 


Saturday and Sunday matinees, 2 to 5 p.m. 

Cleanups on the evenings would be until 11:30 
p.m. and for the matinees would be until 6:30 p.m. 

Activities that are historically held in the park 
during those periods will not be interrupted. 

2. TheaterQuest will be permitted to use the 
band shell to conduct rehearsals from 10 a.m. to 2 
p.m., Monday through Friday, si.x weeks prior to 
scheduled performances. 

3. TheaterQuest to be permitted to store 
performance props, costumes, etc. in lock boxes 
provided by TQ and to be located behind the band 
shell. 

4. TheaterQuest is to offer Sierra Madre 
residents priority registration for enrollment in TQ 
corresponding leisure classes. 

5. The City Council would explore further the 
issue of patron parking that is sensitive to the 
concerns of residents and businesses around the park

At the reque.st of the City of Sierra Madre, the 
■Arcadia City Council tabled action on a resolution 
relating to the improvement of Orange Grove Ave. 
until its meeting of Oct. 8, reports George Watts, 
Arcadia city manager. 

The resolution on the Arcadia City Council 
agenda of Tuesday night included a section offering 
to the “City of Sierra Madre the City of Arcadia’s 
portion of Orange Grove Avenue for purposes of a 
boundary realignment and request that Sierra Madre 
immediately take the proper steps to achieve this 
boundary adjustment.” 

Arcadia councilmen suggested at the council 
meeting of Sept. 3 that Sierra Madre was stand¬ 
ing in the way of getting improvements on Orange 
Grove completed when it rejected the roadway design 
concept that was approved by the Arcadia Council. 
Councilmen also hinted that if the two cities couldn’t 
agree, then Arcadia would turn over its portion of 
the street to Sierra Madre and for the latter to take 
full responsibility for its improvement. 


The proposed resolution states that “Orange 
Grove Avenue is in need of improvements that are 
necessary to enhance its safety and in its current con¬ 
dition is subject to allegations of liability and poten¬ 
tial exposure to liability claims.” 

The resolution also states that “reasonable 
attempts to meet these safety concerns and improve 
Orange Grove Avenue have been thwarted and 
frustrated by the current stance of the City of Sierra 
Madre which is counter-productive to good govern¬ 
ment, while according undue power and control to 
a vocal minority.” 

According to Watts, he received a telephone call 
on Tuesday afternoon requesting that Arcadia drop 
the Orange Grove issue from this week’s agenda and 
postpone a decision until after the two councils have 
an opportunity to discuss the future of Orange Grove 
Ave. The phone call came from Sierra Madre Assist¬ 
ant City Administrator Sean Joyce. 

The issue is expected to be an agenda item 
for the Tuesday, Oct. 8 meeting of the Arcadia City 
Council.

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Pros and cons 

Chairman Ron Coleman sent up a 
bombshell at the Parks and Recreation 
Commission meeting Monday evening.

He had known 
Eric a number of years and spoke very 
highly of him...The results in my 
research were very positive.” 

Karl Teigler, speaking for the 
senior citizens, voiced negatives of the 
venture, saying, “You are trying to 
adapt the city to TheaterQuest rather 
than the other way around...We would 
like to see a proposal...Let’s have a trial 
period to see if this thing is going to 
fly.” 

Mary Baum, a drama teacher in 
the San Gabriel Valley for many years 
before her retirement, attended one of 
the preparatory meetings held at 
Lamont Johnson’s home and she told 
Monday evening’s group that he “ex¬ 
pressed a great deal of enthusiasm from 
the theatrical end. I have seen a lot of 
wild enthusiasm in earlier groups such 
as this and I am usually deeply 
suspicious. I was curious about 
TheaterQuest and since I knew Lamont 
Johnson I wanted to know how he felt 
about this group. I came away from 
the meeting very impressed with the 
quality of the people interested in the 
production...(Johnson) certainly 
sounded very enthused at that meeting. 
Personally 1 have no doubt about nis 
"sincerity...This (TheaterQuest) has 
more legitimate backing and less ‘BS’ 
than any other organization of its type 
I’ve heard of.”

The fund drive for an ambulance for Sierra 
Madre, under the sponsorship of the Kiwanis 
Club, took 14 weeks to raise the necessary 
funds. Now 14 weeks sounds like a long time 
but when you consider that the goal was $30,000 
it’s not long at all. Especially for a city the size 
of Sierra Madre. 

As 1 mentioned, Sam Tesoro was named 
chairman of the drive.

Out and About

We have an interesting dilemma in town 
that centers on the growing throng of day work¬ 
ers who congregate in Memorial Park. More 
and more people are getting vocal about having 
something done to either reduce their numbers 
or stop them from gathering there altogether. 
It isn’t a nice thing to have to think about... 
coming down on people who gather for the sole 
purpose of gainful employment. 

The people I’ve heard from generally put 
it this way: There are just too many people 
gathering at the park...they are starting to over¬ 
flow and gather in small groups outside Crystal 
Farms, in front of the church across the street, 
some back at the original location near the 
doctor’s office, and a few even park themselves 
near Kersting Court. 

Although no study has been done, they 
emphasize the impact that this nrany people 
must have on the restroom at the park (in 
what condition are the facilities when people 
use the park after the morning crowd of workers 
has moved on?) and what they (the workers) do 
to the normal routine of residents. Many com¬ 
plain the sheer numbers are intimidating when 
passing by...they are on our main street... 
they do not pay taxes...they do not contribute 
anything to the town. 

Defenders simply look upon the workers 
as basic freedoms in action. Some can look back 
to a time in the ’30s then they were in a similar 


condition, and they do not want anyone to 
cause these workers trouble. Many will argue 
that a lot of people in town use these workers, 
because they work so diligently, but close their 
eyes to the problem of their increasing numbers. 
They point out, and they are correct in this, 
that legally there is little or nothing that can be 
done (many have papers...bogus or otherwise). 
Basic loitering laws are, and have been for some 
time, unconstitutional. Also, many of the de¬ 
fenders say that people who want them moved 
out are playing a game of aesthetics. They 
see our town through the tunnels of their eyes, 
and there is no room for something that doesn’t 
“fit.” How would they feel if they started 
hanging out in the library...nothing illegal about 
that! 

Oddly, I asked an Arcadia cop if they had 
a similar problem. He told me, under the cloak 
of anonymity, that they used to gather at a few 
places but were told to move out. They did. 
Of course, this is not Arcadia. Amen. A 
good question to ask is, if the throng increases 
to 80 or 120 will we think the same? If it reduces 
to 20 or so, will it be as bad? 

Personally, I would like to think that there 
is a place for them to gather for hiring out... 
perhaps a low cost shelter near the city yards, 
with toilet and shade covering. Maybe there is 
someone with some extra dough who would be 
willing to fund it. We’ll name it after him or 
her. You have an answer? Let’s hear about it.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF SIERRA MADRE, 
ADDING CHAPTER 10D, TO THE SIERRA MADRE 
MUNICIPAL CODE, TO PROVIDE ADMINISTRATION OF 
ADDITIONAL VEHICLE REGISTRATION FEES TO BE 
USED FOR AIR QUALITY IMPROVEMENT PURPOSES, 
AND ESTABLISHING A TRUST FUND FOR THE DEPOSIT 
OF THE CITY’S SHARE OF SUCH FEES RECEIVED FROM 
THE SOUTH COAST AIR QUALITY MANAGEMENT 
DISTRICT. 

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF SIERRA MADRE 
DOES HEREBY ORDAIN: 

SECTION I. Findings: The City of Sierra Madre hereby 
finds and declares that: 

A. The City is committed to improving the public 
health, safety, and welfare, including air quality, and ex¬ 
presses support for the Imposition of motor vehicle 
registration fees to be used to reduce pollution from such 
motor vehicles pursuant to the Clean Air Act of 1988 or any 
applicable State plan therefore; 

B. Mobile sources are a major contributor to air 
pollution in the South Coast Air Basin; 

C. Air quality goals for the region established by 
state law cannot be met without reducing air pollution 
from mobile sources; 

D. The South Coast Air Quality Management Plan 
(SCAQMP) calls upon cities and counties to reduce emis¬ 
sions from motor vehicles consistent with the re¬ 
quirements of the California Clean Air Act of 1988 by 
developing and implementing mobile source air pollution 
reduction programs; 

E. Since such programs place demands upon the Ci¬ 
ty’s funds, those programs should be financed by shifting 
the responsibility for financing from the general fund to 
the motor vehicles creating the demand, to the greatest ex¬ 
tent possible; 

F. Section 44223, added to the Health and Safety 
Code by action of the California Legislature on September 
30, 1990 authorizes the South Coast Air Quality Manage¬ 
ment District (SCAQMD) to impose an additional motor 
vehicle registration fee of two dollars ($2.00) commencing 
on April 1,1991, increasing to four dollars ($4.00), commen¬ 
cing on Aprii 1, 1992, to finance the implementation of 
transportation measures embodied in the SCAQMP and 
provisions of the Caiifornia Clean Air Act; 

G. Forty cents of every dollar collected under Sec¬ 
tion 44233 of the Health and Safety Code shall be 
distributed to cities and counties that comply with Section 
44243 of the code, based on the City's prorated share of 
population as defined by the State Department of Finance; 

H. The City of Sierra Madre is located within the 
South Coast Air Quality Management District and Is eligi¬ 
ble to receive a portion of the revenues from the additional 
motor vehicle registration fees contingent upon adoption 
of this ordinance; 

I. The prorated share of the fee revenues for cities 
that fail to adopt an ordinance pursuant to Section 
44243(b)(3) of the Health and Safety Code shall be 
distributed instead to the jurisdictions within the District 
that have adopted an ordinance; 

SECTION II. Chapter 10D of Article II of Sierra Madre 
Municipal Code, Regarding Air Quality Regulations is 
hereby added to read as follows: 

Sec. 10D-1 Definitions 

Sec. 10D-2 Administration of Fees and Trust Fund 

Section 10D-1 Definitions as applied in this ordinance. 
The following words and terms shall be defined as follows: 

(a) City, shall mean City of Sierra Madre. 

(b) “Mobile source air pollution reduction pro¬ 
grams” shall mean any program or project implemented by 
the City to reduce air pollution from motor vehicles which 
it determines will be consistent with the CaliforniaClean 
AlrAct of 1988 or the plan proposed pursuant to Article 5 
(commencing with Section 40460) of Chapter 5.5 of Part 3 
of the California Health and Safety Code. 

(c) “Fee Administrator” shall mean the Finance 
Director of the City or his/her designee. 

Sec. 10D-2 Administration of Fees and Trust Fund. 


(a) Receipt of Fee: The additional vehicle registra¬ 
tion fee disbursed by the SCAQMD and remitted to the Ci¬ 
ty, for purposes of reduction of air pollution pursuant to 
Health and Safety Code Section 44243, shall be accepted 
by the Fee Administrator. 

(b) Establishment of Air Quality Improvement 
Trust Fund: The Fee Administrator shall establish a 
separate Quality Improvement Restricted Fund into which 
all fee revenues distributed to the City shall be deposited, 
and out of which expenditures shall be made to reduce air 
pollution in accordance with California Health and Safety 
Code Sec. 44243. 

(c) Transfer of Funds: Upon receipt of the funds 
described in subsection (a) above, the Fee Administrator 
shall deposit such funds info separate fund established 
pursuant to subsection (b) above. All interest earned by the 
Trust Fund shall be credited only to that fund. 

(d) Expenditure of Air Quality Trust Fund 
Revenues: All revenues received from the SCAQMD and 
deposited in the Restricted Fund shall be exclusively ex¬ 
pended on mobile source air pollution reduction programs. 
Such revenues, and any interest earned on the revenues, 
shall be expended within one year of the completion of the 
program. 

SECTION III. The City Council declares it would have 
passed this ordinance sentence by sentence, paragraph 
by paragraph, and section by section, and does hereby 
declare that the provisions of this ordinance are severable 
and, if for any reason any sentence, paragraph, or section 
of this ordinance shall be held invalid, such decision shall 
not affect the validity of the remaining parts of this or¬ 
dinance. 

SECTION IV. The City Clerk shall certify to the adoption 
of this Ordinance and shall cause the same to be publish¬ 
ed In a newspaper of general circulation in the City of 
Sierra Madre.

appealed to me. I was driven internally. I didn’t 
know where 1 was going but I had to get there.” 

She trusted her instincts and majored in art 
history at UC Berkeley in the history of art and 
fine arts. Then she got her MA degree in medical 
illustration at UC Long Beach.

area. 

6 . TheaterQuest to be required to construct 
additional permanent restroom facilities to accom¬ 
modate patrons and be dedicated to the city prior to 
the first performance; three stalls each for men and 
women including handicapped accessible stalls. 
Restrooms will be funded during the first year in 
case of any cancellations. Applicable building 
permits will be required of TQ as provided by the 
municipal codes and uniform building code. It is 
recommended that municipal building permit fees be 
waived in consideration that all permanent 
improvements are to be dedicated to the city. 

7. TheaterQuest be permitted to construct 
lighting and stage improvements to the existing band 
shell stage; those improvements will be dedicated to 
the city prior to the first performance. 

8 . Applicable park use fees be waived, except 
insurance and security costs in consideration of the 
dedication of permanent park improvements. 
TheaterQuest is required to fund park turf and 
facility improvements necessary to return that park 
to the condition it was found originally. 

9. TheaterQuest will be required to obtain 
business licenses for its proposed leisure classes, 
concession sales and other applicable ventures. 

10. TheaterQuest is prohibited from con¬ 
structing or otherwise installing permanent or 
temporary fencing in park. They may be permitted 
to rope off certain boundries so long as park areas 
be made available for park use. 

11. TheaterQuest be permitted to install 
temporary bleachers designed to absorb 
performance and audience noice and such seating 
not be installed more than two weeks before first 
performance and must be removed within five days 
of last performance. Seating design to be subject to 
approval of the Parks and Recreation Commission. 

12. TheaterQuest to be responsible for 
obtaining liability insurance, naming the city as an 
additional insured, at a level providing adequate 
protection. 

13. The agreement between TQ and city will 


provide an annual escape clause by both parties. 

14. TheaterQuest is prohibited from 
distributing any advertisement that implies the city is 
spon.sor or co-sponsor. 

15. The City Council will appoint an advisory 
committee consisting of one City Council member, one 
Parks and Recreation Commission member, two TQ 
members, one Chamber of Commerce member and 
two citizens at large. The group will ensure that 
performances result in a maximum benefit and 
minimum of inconvenience to the residential and 
business community.
